On the morning of 6/28/90, Mr. MANDELA is scheduled 
to deliver a speech to the AMERICAN FEDERATION OF STATE, 
COUNTY AND MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES (AFSCME) at the MIAMI BEACH 
CONVENTION CENTER. Following this engagement he is expected 
to motorcade to MIAMI INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT where he will 
board a flight for Detroit, Michigan. 


Security during Mr. MANDELA' s visit is being 
furnished by the U. S. Department of State (DOS). DOS 
representatives have classified the threat level for this 
visit as "high," and threats to harm Mr. MANDELA have been 
received. One such communication specifically detailed 
that MANDELA would be assassinated "either in Atlanta or
